THE WRECK OF THE ATLANTIC,

The Story of the Disastor As Tolll by
the Horo an a Lettor,

The story T am about to ralate will
revesl the wreok of the stoamship At
lnntlo in the fell of 1873 at Halifax, savs
n writer in the Philndelphin Pross,
My brother-in<law, now liviong in Ken=
sington, was o anilor on board the At
lantie, bound from Liverpool to New
York, and I glve you the narrative na
he gave L to mo by lettor at that time,

Pt was my wateh off that night, and
I was sound adlonp in my bunk, whoan [
wins awakenod suddealy by n lond ernsh,
and all at onee everybody made for the

deck ns well ns thoy eould, 1 jumped
out of my bunk with only my trousers
and shirt on and ran above, whern [

et nt n glance what had h'l;lpunml.
Tho ship had steack on o rock and was
broken right in the conter, and was
filling fnst. 1 climboed the maiamast,
got into the rigiring, and lonkad around
ns woll ra [ eould, Tor it wns piteh dark.
The seroaming, shouting aud crving for
help wera honrt-rending. Weo hud
1,100 souls nbonrd on that teip,

“Tho night was ploreing coldl and T
Knew no time should be lost, o [ braced
n loose rope nround mennd tied one end
of it to the rigging and then plunged
into tho sea, which was running very
high ot the Hme, and swiin towards
rock about two hundeod yortls awny, As
I swiam on 1 passed men aod women in
the gen by the score, soma just giving
up their last: brenth, others crying fop

hel r‘ husbunds and wives cluapod in
onech others’ nrms in death, 1 haa
burely time to take all thas in on my

wily to the voek, for | mude vory poor
progeess, sinco by this time some two o
thron tlruwmm, persons had caught hold
of the vope to save themsolves, but b
strong exortions T at lnst got to the o
and the next heavy swell lilted me clenn
over it It was covered with lee, and I
held on with diffleulty, making the vope
fust by bringing it round.,

“My next effort was to make for the
shoro, which was still 800 yards away,
but by this time | had haulod apon tha
rock o Bolfast man named Hoy and two
others who had followad the rope. The
rock was so alippery, howevoer, that the
men could not stand on it. I then
plunged into thoe seanganin and made
for the shore, nnd had just time to nes
quaint the life guard of what I had
done with the rope when I was tnkon
by the crowd, shelterod, warmly clothed
and put to bod,

“Teould not sleep much thal nighit
beenuse of the vonving of the sea and
tho shouting nnd wiailing of those whe
were lucky enough to be saved. but who
had lost relntives, fviends or hard-won
enrnings. [ afterword leaormod thot I
bind been the means of saving through
my line two-thirds of thoss who had
been pescued from the wreecek, about 139
souls all told.™
